Whereas, the town of Spring- 
field. aid the citisens thereof are 
not sufficiently supplied with 
water, by reason of which the 
health of the people of said town 
!H endangered, and the town 
liable at any Ume to bodestroyed 
'by fire, aod for tbe want of a 
water supoly tbe rate of fire in¬ 
surance so high that many per¬ 
sons cannot afford to insure, and 
Where<is in order to procure a 
sufficient water supply for said 
town It will be necessary to incur , 
an indebtedness, tbe payment of ; 
which cannot be met by tbe levy 
authorised by law. and 

Whereas, it is determined that 
It will require an expenditure of < 
Kigbt Thousand Dollars((8.000) 
to procure a sufficient supply of <
